General Remarks 

With this Amendment, Applicants amend Claims 13, 14, and 24, and add new Claim 25. 
No new matter is added. Therefore, Claims 1-25 are all the claims currently pending in the 
present application. 

Response to Election Requirement

Applicants further submit that Claim 1 is generic 
to Claims 2-5, and 8-10, drawn to Figure 4, Claim 11, drawn to Figure 10, and Claim 12, drawn 
to Figure 11, all of which depend from Claim 1 and are included within Sub-species II and Sub- 
species HI, and that Claims 2-5, and 8-12 should be examined if Claim 1 is allowed.

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Regarding Applicants' Species 1, Applicants submit that Claim 1 is a generic Claim to all 
of Claims 2-19 and 25. Regarding Figure 8, Applicants note that the leadframe 840, described in 
dependent Claim 13, is an optional, dependent feature of the IC package 200 of Figure 2. 

Figure 5 includes annular element 520, described in dependent Claims 14-19, which is an 
optional, dependent feature of the IC package 200 of Figure 2. Figure 9 illustrates leadframe 940, 
described in dependent Claim 25, which is an optional, dependent feature of the IC package 500 
of Figure 5. 

Figures 10 and 11 illustrate die pads 1002 and 1102, respectively, described in Claims 11 
and 12, respectively, which are optional, dependent features of the IC package 200 of Figure 2. 

Figures 3 and 4 illustrate thermal dissipation elements 310 and 410, described in claims 
2-5 and 8-10, which are optional, dependent features of the IC package 200 of Figure 2.
